To make this 
advice the more effectual, and to fet all thefe deceivers in 
a true light, it muft needs be very proper to reprefent the 
Candidates for any place in Parliament, of either Party, as 
void of all public fpirit, honour, and integrity ; and the 


Gentlemen of the three Profeilions, Law, Phytic, and|jadgments right, is beautifully fummed up in the two 


Divinity, as exercifing them in direé&t .oppofition to 
Common-Sense. And as Theatrical reprefentations 
ftrike the fenfes moft forcibly, and leave the deepett im- 
pteflion upon the mind ; the fureft way to render all {uch 
p¢erfons ridiculous, and confequently defpifed, is to intro- 
duce them perfonated upon the itage, and there openly 
acting thofe vile parts, which they dayly aét in a more 
clandeftine manner upon the ftage of the world.

fixed it Secure beyond the attaques of any malicious Cri- } 


tic. A few impartial Obfervations upon it however may 
be of fome ufe, to manifeft the goodnefs of the defign, 
and the ingenuity of the execution ; from both which it 
may be inferred, how juftly it has been received with 
univerfal applause for fo many nights together. 

The defign of the Comedy is to ridicule the late Elec- 
tion of members of Parliament, by reprefenting the Can- 
didates of both Parties as bribeing their Electors. Thole on 
the Court fide are dignified with the titles of Lord Ptace 
and Co/one/ Promise, to denote that the Gentlemen in 
that intereft aim at nothing but p/aces, and have little or 
no regard to their word and promi/e. The names of 
the Country Candidates, Sir Henry Fox-cuace and 
Squire TanxarD, plainly intimate, that the chief buii- 
of their lives is hunting and drinking ; to which they 
are as much addicted as the Courtiers to gaming and 
whoring. Sir Henry and the Sguire are chofen by a 
majority of twoor three feore; but the honeit Mayor, at 
the inftigation of his wife, returns the two former. 
Such qualifications in the Members, and the occafion and 
manner of returning them, mutt aceds excite a proper 
regard and reverence for laws ena¢ted by fuch Senators. 

_ Lord Prace, in his firft convertation with Mrs, Mauyor- 
e/sand her Daughter, tells them he ‘ does not queition 
© but Mi/s (if fhe come to Town) will be foon taken into 
* keeping by fome man of Quality.’ Pag. 14. With this 
they both feem very well pleafed ; and Mrs. Mayore/s, 
like a good Mother, in the Drurian fignification of the 
word, advifes her daughter to go into keeping. Pag. 16.

‘To juftifie Lord Piacs’s asking Mrs. Mayore/s, « Whe- 
* ther fhe was at the laft Ridstto’? Poet Trarwit fays, 
* She had been woman toa Woman of Quality.’ Pag. 13, 
14. But there is a greater difficulty which he leaves un- 
cleared, and of which even Poet Fustian takes not the 
Jeaft notice, and that is, How it came to pafs, that the 
wife of a poor Country trade/man, (as fhe calls herfelf, 
Pag.
